The questionnaires were mailed thirty years to the 
week after graduation, to every one of nearly 500 
men graduates and non-graduates of the liberal arts 
college class. 

Receiving a 75 per cent return, his tabulations 
showed: 1) Median incomes compared to grade point 
average rapged from GPA 1.50 at $10,625 to GPA 
8.30 plus at $20,000 plus annually. 

2) Trends appeared only at the two extremes. 
Those who barely graduated had definitely lower than 
average earnings; at the other end of the scale, the 
two top groups showed a definite rise in income. 

Most striking was the relationship between extra- 
Curricular activities and incomes. 3) The more ac- 
tivities, the higher the present income. 

This is but one sampling, and merely proves that 
a balanced program has worked in this case, The 
cause and effect is not sufficiently demonstrated and 
it is impossible to determine whether participation 
developed the traits that have created vocational suc- 
cess, 

Sut one thing is certain in the case of Sacramento 
State College. Employers continuously request our 
college records looking for a balance of qualities. 

An extreme program one way or the other is an 
injustice to the student’s all-around social-academic 
development.
